Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  ok  fehe^Jiealth  ah 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year 


There  were  fewer  live  births  during  1943  than  in  1942 
the  figures  being  64  and  90  respectively. 

The  infantile  mortality  for  1943  was  31.1  per  1,000 
live  births  as  compared  with  49*1  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same 
period. 


The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  was 
continued.  There  are  now  220  children  under  5  years  and  516  botwoon 
5  and  15  years  who  have  received  the  full  course  of  immunisation. 

It  is  hoped  that  parents  who  have  not  had  their  children  immunised 
will  realise  the  great  safeguard  offered  by  immunisation  against  a 
deadly  disease  and  see  that  the  little  ones  are  protected  bv  this 
simple  measure. 

Permit  me  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  your* 
most  efficient  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Harold  Haynes,  for  tho 
invaluable  assistance  he  has  given  me.

Schools. 

The  work  of  routine  school  Medical  Inspection  was 
carried  out  as  in  the  previous  year  by  a  Medical  Officer 
appointed  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  sanitary 
arrangements  and  conditions  in  the  schools  were  reported 
satisfactory. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  Regulations  applying  to  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and 
Milk- shops  were  enforced.  The  seven  accredited  farms  in 
the  district  were  inspected  by  the  Inspector  during  the 
yoar. 

Water  Supply. 

The  source  is  an  upland  spring  from  the  Arnfiold 
Clough.  The  water,  as  in  many  cases  from  3uch  a  gathering 
ground,  is  soft  and  analysis  has  shown  that  it  is  of 
exceptional  purity. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Small  pox.  Beds  are  retained  in  tho  Hoartshoad  Smallpox 

Hospital  for  cases  occurring  in  tho  District. 

Tuberculosis.  Tuberculous  patients  attend  tho  Tuberculosis  Clinic 

in  Hyde.  Patients  aro  sent  to  Sanatoria  on  tho 
recommendation  of  tho  County  Tuberculosis  Officer. 
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Diphtheria . 


Diphtheria  ca^a  are  admitted  into  Hyde  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Treatment  is  provided  for  venereal  diseases  at 

the  District  Infirmary  Ashton-under-Lyne . 

Maternity  Service.  A  county  Midwife  resides  in  Hollingworth  for 

the  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  District.  There  arc 
also  excellent  facilities  provided  for  expectant 
mothers  at  the  District  Infirmary  and  the  Lake 
Hospital  both  in  Ashton-under-Lyne. 

Child  Welfare.  There  is  a  child  welfare  centre  in  Hollingworth 

under  a  Medical  Officer  assisted  by  a  Nurse.  The 
Clinic  Is  held  fortnightly. 

Professional  There  are  two  District  Nurses,  one  for  Hollingworth 

Nursing.  and  Tintwistle  and  the  other  for  Mot tram  and 

Broadbottom. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  works  under  the  direction  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  work  Is  concerned  mainly  with  the 
inspection  of  the  District  and  the  detection  of  nuisance.  He 
also  supervises  the  scavenging  of  the  District. 


CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  WORK. 

Specimens  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examinations  are 
sent  to  the  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  Chester,  the  Public

The  meetings  are  held  fortnightly  (on  Thursdays)  at  St •Wary1 a 
School,  Hollingworth. 

During  the  year  the  Centre  was  opened  on  twenty-six  occasions.

The  attendances  for  the  year  again  indicate  continued  and 
increasing  interest  and  appreciation  by  the  mothers,  for  the 
assistance  and  guidance  provided  at  the  local  Welfare  Centre.  A 
review  of  the  attendances  during  the  war  period  shows  that  this 
year  there  wore  275  more  attendances  than  in  the  pre coding  year, 
and  600  more  than  in  the  year  1939.  These  figures  are  highly 
satisfactory  and  show  that  practical  and  enlightened  mothers  have 
appreciated  the  services  and  also  the  provision  of  a  safe  milk 
supply  and  the  essential  vitamins  in  the  form  of  cod  livdr  oil  and 
fruit  juices  which  have  been  made  available. 


The  results  and  benefits  gained  are  shown  in  the  healthy  and 
contented  state  of  the  Infants.  They  have  been  clean,  well  cared 
for  and  well  clothed.  It  is  an  exception  nowadays  to  see  a  puny, 
ailing  infant  attending  the  Clinic. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in  spite  of  war  time 
conditions,  -.one  might  say,  as  the  direct  result  of  war  time 
conditions,  the  general  health  and  well  being  of  the  infants  have 
been  guarded  and  maintained  at  a  high  level .  Sound  health  will  be 
of  more  importance  than  ever  for  the  younger  generation  in  the 
post  war  period.  They  will  be  faced,  in  later  years,  with  great 
responsibilities*  competition  will  be  keener  and  much  will  be 
expected  of  them.  It  Is  therefore  vital  that  young  Infants  should 
have  every  opportunity  now  of  making  a  good  start  In  life,  for 
which  the  foundation  of  good  health  is  of  prime  importance. 

There  is  apparent  amongst  the  mothers  not  only  pride  but  a 
spirit  of  friendly  competition  in  the  care  and  attention  which  they 
give  their  infants.  It  is  a  healthy  and  encouraging  sign;  and  it 
is  hoped  that  they  will  continue  to  take  advantage  and  make  full  use 
of  the  help  provided  for  their  children  at  the  local  Welfare  Centro. 

Nurse  Bullough  has  boon  a  most  enthusiastic  and  industrious 
worker.  She  has  been  very  ably  assisted  by  Nurse  Hall,  who,  as  the 
County  Midwife,  is  most  diroctly  responsible  for  the  guidance  of  the 
mothor  and  for  the  early  wolfaro  of  the  infant. 


The  suggestion  for  improved  bus  facilities  for  mothers 
bringing  their  infants  from  Broadbottom  has  been  under  consideration 
and  it  is  hoped  that  something  practical  will  be  forthcoming  during 
the  winter  months . 

Thanks  and  appreciation  are  again  due  to  the  Ladies’  Committee 
for  their  continued  services  and  willing  help  during  the  year.
